State Food and Dru g Dep artmen t 


En ters Upon En fo rcement of 


Pu re Food Laws. 


MEASURES T O CLEAN DAIRIES 


Has Renewed Vig o r No w Since it is 


Supported by Leg islation of 


Leg islatu re. 


Its arms strengthened by legisla­ 
tion enacted by the last general as­ 
sembly the State food and drug de­ 
partment has entered upon the en­ 
forcement of the pure food laws with 
renewed rigor. 
Commissioner H. E. 
Barnard is sending out to all egg 
dealers placards setting forth 
the 
prov isions of the law regarding the 
sale of eggs. 
Notice is serv ed that 
the sale> of bad or stale eggs or stor­ 
age eg£ s 
fresh eggs will be prose­ 
cuted wherev er ev idence of v iolation 
of the law can be secured. Under an 
amendment to the law the department 
is not req uired to prov e that persons 
selling bad eggs k new them to be so. 
Farmers will be widely affected by 
this change in the statute becaiise 
dealers can pay higher prices 
for 
eggs which they k now are good. 
Heretofore they hav e been compelled 
to candle all eggs, 
resulting in 
a 
heav y * loss. 
Commissioner Barnard 
estimates the adv ance in price at 2 
cents a. dozen, resulting from mak ing? 
the farmer liable for selling bad eggs. 
Another important improv ement in 
the law mak es v isible dirt an adul- 
turation of milk , so that whenev er 
dirt can be seen in a milk bottle or 
can the dealers will be liable to pros­ 
ecution. 
The result will be to clear 
up the dairies of the State. 


An amendment which will stop the 
practice of selling milk which has 
only been warmed as 
pasteurized 
milk , is also regarded as highly im­ 
portant. 
It req uires that no milk 
shall be sold as pasteurized which 
has not been subjected to a tempera­ 
ture of at least 145 degrees Fahren­ 
heit for thirty minutes or 165 degrees 
Fahrenheit for thirty seconds. 
The amended Law also permits the 
destruction for food of condemned 
fowl, eggs, game or fish as well as 
m eat 
Commissioner Barnard has called 
a conference of the cold storage men 
of the State to agree upon the rules 
and regulations for the enforcement 
of the new cold storage law. 
They 
will be submitted to the State board 
of health for adoption at its next 
meeting in April.

state. He was on e of a n umber of ban ­ 
dits con v icted of the robbery of an 
ex press train on the Richmon d, Fred­ 
erick sburg an d Potomac railroad at 
Aquia Creek in 18 9 4, when at the poin t 
of W in chesters $18 0,000 was carried 
away by the train robbers. 
A few day s followin g the Aquia 
Creek robbery Morgan fleld was arrest­ 
ed in Cin cin n ati. 
He had brok en his 
leg while steppin g from a Pullman car 
at the Cin cin n ati depot an d was arrest­ 
ed at a hospital an d return ed to Rich­ 
mon d, where, upon the testimon y of a 
con fessed 
robber, 
Morgan fleld 
was 
con v icted an d sen ten ced to fifteen 
y ears’ con fin emen t in 
the Virgin ia 
pen iten tiary . 
Morgan fleld alway s has 
stoutly main tain ed his in n ocen ce. 
Sin ce the ex piration of his prison 
sen ten ce Morgan fleld has stirred the 
Old Domin ion with the harrowin g 
stories of brutality , an d an official in ­ 
v estigation has been started. 
“It may be truly said,” said Morgan - 
Held, “that I spen t fifteen y ears in 
hell, an d the horrors of prison life 
that I hav e un dergon e hav e left me 
a phy sical wreck .

He n ev er sus­ 
pected, on e of his close frien ds said, 
that an y on e would thin k that he could 
con template such a step without the 
authority of con gress. 
The param oun t reason for sen din g 
the troops to Tex as was to be ready 
for an y emergen cy which might arise. 
The en tire mov emen t has been pre­ 
caution ary . The presiden t acted sole­ 
ly with a v iew to protectin g the liv es 
of American s in Mex ico, an d of k eep­ 
in g in tact the hun dreds of million s of 
dollars worth of property there own ed 
by Un ited States citizen s. 
The troops will be in Tex as wben 
oon gress m eets in April. 
If the rev ­ 
olution in Mex ico grows an d American 
In terests are threaten ed, con gress will 
hav e an army of 20,000 men within 
easy mov in g distan ce of the trouble. 
The presiden t thin k s that he has don e 
his part. 
He has gon e as far as he 
could go an d hopes that it will n ot be 
n ecessary to go an y further. 
If later 
con gress feels that the liv es an d prop­ 
erty of American s in Mex ico are in 
dan ger an d in terferen ce is n ecessary , 
the presiden t will follow its will. Un ­ 
til con gress giv es the word, though, 
there will be n o mov emen t of troops 
at the presiden t’s direction ex cept on 
this side of the Rio Gran de. 
The presiden t has paid n ot the 
slightest atten tion to reports that in ­ 
surgen ts in con gress an d n otably in 
the sen ate, in ten d to mak e pofitieal 
capital out of this mov emen t of troops. 
He has told his frien ds that he cared 
absolutely n othin g for an y adv erse 
effect politically his action might hav e. 
The thought of American liv es an d 
property bein g in dan ger caused him 
to act. 
In surgen ts in con gress may 
wish to k ick up a row, an d he will n ot 
seek to call them off. He told callers 
that he merely did what he regarded 
as his duty un der his oath of office.

The reports that the troops are to 
be withdrawn from Tex as an d the bor­ 
der at the request of Ambassador De 
La Barra was den ied by the presiden t 
in con v ersation with frien ds.

De La Barra, it was said, n ev er ask ed 
that this gov ern men t withdraw the 
troops. 
In the ey es of gov ern men t 
officers here he could n ot hav e made 
such a request properly . 
The troops 
are in the Un ited States, an d for the 
presen t it is in ten ded that they shall 
be used in m ain tain in g n eutrality . 
The statem en t which has appeared 
from time to time that Wall street fig­ 
ured in the sudden dispatch of the 
troops to Tex as also was discredited 
by men close to the presiden t.
